Continued Examination Under 37 C.F.R. §1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination ("RCE") under 37 C.F.R. §1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. §1.114, and the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 14. 

Acknowledgements 

2. In accordance with the RCE noted above, Applicant's amendment filed July 28, 2004, 
2004 is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 1-4, 6, 7, and 21-32.remain pending.

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The primary reference Lipowsky et. al. (U.S. 2,159,279)("Lipowsky") discloses placing a 
grocery item (bread) in a tote (bread bag) wherein the tote comprises a cover (16 and 18), a pair 
of eyelets (33 and 32) on the exterior of the cover; a second pair of eyelets (23); delivering the 
tote to a destination (inherent); and securing the tote substantially at the delivery destination; an 
insulated bag the (inner bag); and the ordered grocery item requires refrigeration, and

maintaining the grocery item at a desired chilled temperature (inherent in maintaining the bag at 
the ambient temperature); the securing means comprises a plurality of sections (in a chain). 

6. With Reference to claims 1,21, and 27, Lipowsky nor any other reference of record 
discloses a second pair of eyelets on a second side of the exterior of the tote, including both a 
third and forth eyelets as claimed on the exterior, their means, and looping a first end of the 
second section or securing means of the plurality of sections or first pair of eyelets as claimed. A 
combination of these and the other claimed features was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

7. References considered pertinent to Applicant's disclosure include Nagano (JP 60084664 
A) which discloses automating an order entry so that the entire order completed in a very fast 
time.
